This 
machine is capable of finishing the 
parts at the rate of 600 an hour, 
and has released for other work 
twelve men on each of the threé 
shifts. In addition, power is required 
for only one machine instead of 
eighteen, and much more floor space 
becomes available for other pufe 
poses. Since the machine auto- 
matically finishes to size, the re- 
jected parts were salvaged and fur- 
ther rejections eliminated. 

The automobile business owes 
much to production engineers who 
have solved many great problems in 
order that cars could be sold to the 
public at lower prices.

ETERANS of the automotive industry, who can remem- 

ber back to 1913 or 1914 will recall, some of them 
with a wry smile, the cyclecar craze which was suddenly 
born, waxed feverishly and died almost as abruptly as it| 
had come into being. During the craze it was a poor day| 
that did not bring the announcement of the starting of al 
new company to manufacture cyclecars. The trade press| 
was flooded with letters from earnest young men asking} 
if the cyclecar business was not a magnificent opportunity | 
for a commercial career for said earnest young men and also | 
a golden opportunity for the investment of their scanty} 
capital. 7 
As a matter of fact the cyclecar fever in America, like 
bubonic plague, came to us from overseas. In Europe at 
about this time there grew up a tremendous interest in light! 
vehicles which were the same type as our cyclecars. The) 
reason for this was the essential need for economy in Euro-! 
pean motoring. Motor fuel was very high in cost, taxes were | 
high and a large class of foreign buyers could not hope to 
meet the first cost of a regular motor car. This class of | 
buyers turned eagerly to the cyclecar. It was highway trans- 
portation within the reach of their meager pocketbooks and 
they bought. | 
| 




















Some Americans, who certainly had not given real 
study to the development, figured that if the cyclecar was 
enjuying such feverish popularity in Europe, it would cer- | 
tainly do the same here. In thus reasoning they over- | 
looked the fundamental cause of cyclecar popularity | 
abroad—price. No such fundamental existed in this coun- 
try. The class which bought light cars abroad did 
not exist here. The American buying public had more 
money than the European. Economy was a secondary 
consideration with our people. Ford, Chevrolet, Willys- 
Overland and other manufacturers in the lower-price 
class were already supplying us with excellent vehicles | 
at moderate cost. 

At the present moment there seems to be rising another | 
wave of light-car enthusiasm here. The Austin, a seven 
horse power British car, is to be produced here, as our read- 
ers know. We have stated that we believe the Austin has 
a chance in our market, if the vehicle offered conforms in 
certain essentials of appearance and performance to the 
traditional demands of the Amesican market. 

Recently has come the announcement that a mail order 
house was preparing to market a car and garage for “about 
$200.” The preliminary descriptions of this vehicle show| 
many divergences from accepted practice in automobile d >- | 
sign and description. The cars are to be shipped in weathe -| 
proof crates, which will thereafter serve as garages. 

The success of this experiment is just as problematical 
as was the one with the cyclecar. The prime appeal of this! 
little vehicle is one of price. Its first cost some two 
hundred dollars below that of the cheapest car now avail- 
able. Apparently the little adventurer will be without com 
petition in the price class selected for it. 

But actually the new comer will have competition in 
the shape of used models of the lower-priced standard cars, | 
which already enjoy public popularity and acceptance. It is! 
possible today to buy a well-running, comfortable and satis- 
factory used car for $200. The question is going to be, will 
the buying public in the lowest-price class prefer to purchase 
used transportation of the type and form to which it has 
been accustomed, rather than to buy new transportation of 
a totally new and at present unusual form. 

The American public is a stickler for appearance. The 
average American dreads above all things inviting unfavor- 
able comment. He will spend more money than he should 
merely to conform. We have unusually well developed the 
herd instinct which dreads ridicule and fears to seem “being 
out of it.” 

And so we say again, that any light car must meet the 
established ideas of what appearance and performance

OW to advertise? Where to 
advertise? What to advertise? 
These are three of the most diffi- 








cult questions the average auto- 
motive jobber has to settle. 

As a general rule the jobber who | 
is planning an advertising cam-| 
paign should follow somewhat the | 
same procedure as the manufac- 
turer, although the mediums differ 
widely. 

He must first determine the mar- 
ket to be reached, whether it con- 
sists of large consumers, small re- 
tailers, garage men, super-service 
stations, filling stations, ete. Other 
pertinent facts in this connection 
are the size of the territory, whether 
rural, suburban or urban and the 
extent of the market from which 
trade is to be solicited. Advertis- 
ing usually aims to cover a broader | 
market than can be handled by 
personal selling. 

Appeals to be used in advertising 
must next be given attention. These 
do not differ greatly from those 
used for personal solicitation of 
orders. In fact many of them are 
actually founded on the basis of 
salesmen’s experience. Appeals 
may relate particularly to price in 
staple items, novelty, style, service, 
with respect to promptitude in fill- 
ing orders and promptness of de- 
livery, variety of merchandise of- 
fered, complete stocks, which pre- 
vent hold-ups and delays or special 
lines of branded goods. 

The next step involves the choice 
of mediums in which the various 
selected merchandise and patronage 
appeals are to be stressed, an esti- 
mation of cost incident thereto and 
the preparation of the ads, which 
may be executed by an advertising 
agency. 

The automotive wholesaler’s in- 
direct mediums are more or less 
limited to newspapers, trade papers, 
radio, billboards, certain local maga- 
zines, theater programs, movie slides | 
and street car cards. Direct adver-

In using mailing lists, the jobber 
should bear in mind the fact that 
most of the effectiveness of a list 
is lost if that list is not kept rigidly 
up to date. Such lists need periodic 
revision, otherwise much of the lit- 
erature is wasted, thereby adding 
greatly to an already rather costly 
program. 

The jobber must also keep 
mind that in his advertising he is 
not setting out to operate a mail 
order business. Lack of inquiries 
does not indicate wasted advertising. 
Few ads are strong enough to sell

By CONRAD ALEXANDER 
i ie YORK, Aug. 12.— 
Shares of automotive 
companies stood the jump in 
the rediscount rate to 6 per 
cent on Thursday as well as 
any other group and better 


than the market as a whole. 

While the general market average 
price fell off something like 12 points 
in Friday's trading, the automotive 
group of sixty representative stocks 
dropped only about six points and 
recovered more than one-half of 
this loss in the two-hour trading 
session Saturday morning 

This action of the automotive 
stocks would indicate that they are 
in a better technical position than 
the market as a whole and as a re- 
sult of their downward trend of the 
past few months have corrected any 
weak technical positions in an 
orderly and gradual fashion 


Production in the automotive 
industry is holding up remarkably 
well and the seasonal decline from 
the record heights of the first half 
of the year has not yet reached 
the proportions predicted by many 
of the statisticians. A drop of as 
much as 30 per cent. in production 
in July was predicted by some, 
while, according to the estimate of 
the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce, the drop was only 
1l per cent. If the August produc- 
tion shows the usual gains over 
July, the output for the rest of 
the year will have to be low in- 
deed to justify the big falling off 
that was predicted. 

New models are being well re- 
ceived in all parts of the country 
and manufacturers are looking for- 
ward to a good fall business. The 
automotive industry is continually 
doing the unexpected and may do 
it this year. 

Among the features of the past 
week was the action of Packard. 
The new Packard stock went on 
the New York Stock Exchange from 
the Curb on a “when issued” basis. 
This, and the announcement that 
production had actually started on 
the new Packard-Diesel airplane |
